Effective immediately, the Bureau is instituting 
a coordinated Counterintelligence Program (Cointelpro) 
directed against Klan-type and hate organizations. Offices 
receiving copies of this letter are instructed to immediately 
open an active control file, captioned as above, and to 
assign responsibility for this program to an experienced 
and imaginative Special Agent who is well versed in 
investigation of hate and racist-type organizations and 
their membership. 


The purpose of this program is to expose, disrupt 
and otherwise neutralize the activities of the various Klans 
and hate organizations, their leadership and adherents. 

The activities of these groups must be followed on a , 
continuous basis so we may take advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities for counterintelligence and also inspire action 
in instances where circumstances warrant. The devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of these groups must be exposed 
to public scrutiny through the cooperation of reliable 
news media sources, both locally and at the Seat of 
Government, We must frustrate any effort of the groups 
to consolidate their forces or to recruit new or youthful 
adherents. In every instance, consideration should be 
given to disrupting the organized activity of these groups 
and no opportunity should be missed to capitalize upon 
organizational and personal conflicts of their leadership.

In compliance with refer*need latter, the Knoxville 
Office has opened an active control file captioned as above 
and has assigned this natter to an Agent who is experienced 
in the investigation of hate and racist-type organizations. 


The Knoxville Office currently has under investigation 
two klan organizations. The Dixie Klaus, Knights of the JEu 
Klux Klan, Inc. (EK, KKKK) has its national headquarters la 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, and presently has one chapter active 
in that area. Information reflects that tho.esauy Meetings 
of the chapter of this organization are attended by approxi¬ 
mately 25 members, although the actsal membership la reported 
to be approximately 45 members. The other klan organization 
under Investigation in this division is the United Klans of 
America, lac., Knights of tbs Ku Klux Klan (UKA, KKKK). The 
national headquarters of this organization is located within 
the Birmingham Division. The organization has active chapters 
within the Knoxville territory at Barrlnan, Maryville, Knox¬ 
ville and Sevierville. The Maryville chapter has approximatel 
127 members and the other three chapters have less than 30 
members. 


Investigation and information obtained from informants 
disclose no information that there are any "Action groups" 
within either of the two klan organisations. Informants have 
been continually reminded to be alert for any members within 
the groups who might organize strong-arm groups to engage in 
any violent actions and they have reported no information oof 
this nature. j y _ 
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In considering various disruptive actions which sight 
bS dtercloed against thes e groups, it should be baste in mind 
tkt salt ter the DK, tfXKX uor the Hi, UKK have tee s placed 
on the Attorney General *s list under BO 10450,, Although the 
Knoxville territory does get lie within the traditionally 
deep South, there Is, of te ar s o, sose sympathy for organisations 
such aa the klasg within the territory as evidenced by tile 
Increased growth end activity of thepe erganisat 1 ona in resent 
years. Within the Knoxville territory there have been no note 
of violence within recent years which were attributable to the 
klan. Although thore nay not be any public sympathy for the 
klan in this area, there la certainly no antagoadLas toward 
tte organisation and nany persona have a passive feeling 
toward its aeteership and activities. In sons Instances, 
politicians have solicited the support of the klan in local 
elections. Just recently, one of the informant* of the Knoxville 
Office, who is a high official in the UKA, DOCK, reported that 
one of the candidates for U. 8. Congress running from fie 
Knoxville district had contacted him and solicited the Mpport 
of klan members on his behalf* 

Because of such factors as the above, At is not believed 
that the cooperation of individuals can be pjfUted for plans 
of disruptive action such as sight be avalltels 1 1 the targets 
were Communist frost organisations or related groups. In this 
regard, although news sed i a are very eocperatlve with the 
Bureau in this territory, It is not believed that In n program 
such as this use, it would be feasible, to utilise news media 
in any counterintelligence operation in this area. 

This matter has been dlecussed with Agents handling 
Investigations of the klan organisations in the Knoxville 
Division end the following pla ne ha ve been s ugges ted as feasible 
for operation against tte DK, EKU and UKA, DOT in this terri¬ 
tory: 


It is suggested that aaonyseus telephone calls be aMe 
to employers of klan newborn inf spring to the employer that 
his company or busi n e s s east be foUSS&ng a racist policy In 
view of tte fact that he tee an employee (giving hie identity) 
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who 10 ft T-fr + T of the klftft orgsnlaatloo. These os 11a would 
bo Halted to those instftmcaa where tha klan member la employed 
by some largo ctna«qr or loadingJbuslmees who would possibly 
bo concerned about the picture tswy present to the public con- 
corning racial matters. 

Zn view of the previously expressed desires of the 
officials of the Knoxville Police Department to salataln racial 
harsony in Knoxville, it is believed tfeftt arrangements could 
bo sade with the Chief of Police to haws one or sore squad cars 
visible in the vicinity of the sooting hall of the Knoxville 
Klavern oa the nights of their soot Inga. It la believed that 
If the members saw these squad care parked in the vicinity on 
a continuing basis, it would cause them some apprehension 
and would act as a deterrent to their activities, as well as 
possible recruitment of new members. 

The OKA, KKKK often holds public meetings on private 
property leased for that purpose. At these meetInga, officials 
make speeches and invite spectators to make application for 
membership. Informants report that the actual purpose of such 
a meeting is to publicise the klan and secure new members, 
la a few Instances, informants have reported that some members 
arriving at the meetings have intentionally covered their 
license plate with s confederate flag metal Insignia or with 
a facsimile. Os occasions, both the rear and front license 
plates have been obscured or usually only tbs front lleensa 
obscured. It In believed through the cooperation of the High¬ 
way Patrol oa n command level, that patrolmen night be assigned 
to the area where the nesting is held so that if the klan 
members leaving the meeting continue to have their license plate 
obscured, they may be arrested for violation of the state lav 
prohibiting such. 

In connection with the informant program of the Knoxville 
Office, c er tai n persons are interviewed to ascertain their 
coope rs ! l em and their potentials as s possible informant. 

It is bslleved that in jftsch oases where antagonism is shown 
to til Agents* contact# that a later apoaymous call sight be 
sade to other members accusing the person contacted by the 
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FBI as beiag an informant, This wo«l4 cause a disruptive in¬ 
fluence among the rank Ml file mad would arougl suspicion and 
distrust. This sum plan could ha pursued farther and calls 
bs Midi to nmbM a van though they had nut actually been con— 
taotad by an AgtMl In connection with the Informant program. 

Additional ideas and tactics were discussed hut ware 
not consDibvwd feasible. May of the Idsas were discarded 
because it was believed that other actions proposed would 
greatly Jeopardise our present informant coverage. As the 
Bureau is aware* this office had informant coverage in these 
organizations oa a very high level and we have been able to 
secure detailed information on soldiership rolls and appll- 
cations, as well as detailed information on personal activities 
of toe sabers, as well as detailed activity of the membership as 
a group. The Bureau has previously been advised that the program 
of interviewing klan members at the time of the ass&sdfl||*tlon 
of President KENNEDY and later in connection with the b$st>laga 
in Birmingham tended to Jeopardize our informant coverage, 
due to their high-level positions and the fact that some of 
the klan members felt that the information in the possession 
of the FBI could only have been obtained from scan high official 
source in the klan. 

Agent personnel responsible for the klan investigations 
are continuing to give this program thought and attention, and 
as the investigations progress, expect that additional ideas 
will be submitted to the Bureau in connection with the status 
reports. The lnpleasatatlon of any of the above-listed plans, 
of course, will not be put into effect without Bureau approval 
and benefit of Bureau suggestions.

The liurHtt concurs generally with jour nonspecific 
recommendations for counterintelligence action to disrupt 
Klan activities in the Knoxville Office territory. However, 
before authorising you to take specific counterintelligence 
action, further details will have to be submitted. 


You should advise the identities of Klan members 
who are employed by large or reputable business firms and 
the identities of the firms. Thereafter, consideration will 
be given to your request that the Klan members 1 employers be 
notified anonymously in anticipation they will take action to 
discourage Klan membership and activities on tbs part of their 
employees. 


Advise the identities and oceseent regarding the 
reliability and discretion of the lav enforcement officials 
you desire to coot act to arrange to disrupt the Clan through 
obvious surveillances and through tbs enforcement of laws 
relating to concealed automobile registration plates. 


The Bureau cannot give you blanket authority to 
make anonymous telephone calls to Klan members implying a 
specific member, who has been antagonistic and uncooperative 
with Bureau Agents, is a Bureau informant or is cooperating 
with the Bureau. It Is desired you restrict your efforts in 
this regard to instances where most positive results may be 
expected and in these instances you should submit detailed 
recommend at lone to the Bureau, by the most expeditious means 
necessary, for-.authorisation.

to the Bureau an idea to b© used to discredit the Naticur.l 
States Bights Party, one of tho hate groups considered under 
this Program. The Bureau does not believe that tho idea 
furnished by the Miami Office contains sufficient impact for 
use under this Program, but the suggestion that cartoons be 
utilized to embarrass tho Ku Klux Elan and hate groups has 
considerable merit. 


Ridicule can be a devastating weapon and should 
not be overlooked in regard to tho Counterintelligence 
Program which is aimed at disrupting and discrediting Elan- 
type and hate organizations. Many prominent Elan leaders 
and leaders of hate organizations possess idiosyncrasies or 
become involved in situations which present excellent opportu¬ 
nities to utilize ridicule as a weapon to discredit them both 
within their own organizations and in tho eyes of the general 
public. The publication of cartoons and caricatures by 
cooperative news media or the anonymous circulation of them 
among rank-and-file members of Elan and hate groups will 
serve to both disrupt the various organizations and to discredit 
their leadership. Field offices participating in the Counter¬ 
intelligence Program are urged to carefully assess and consider 
such a situation involving leaders of the Elan and hate ' .

Each office 
receiving this letter should review these sketches to determine 
if any of these cartoons, or a variation of a cartoon, is 
suitable for disruptive, anonymous mailing within its field 
office territory. 

In the event it is determined such a mailing would 
■ have counterintelligence value, end would not adversely 
affect our informant development program, the Bureau should 
be advised together with complete recommendations. Thereafter, 
the cartoon selected will be prepared as requested and forwarded 
with Instructions relating to its mailing.

The Knoxville Office continues to have potential 
counterintelligence possibilities in connection with the 
Dixie Klans, Knights of the Ku Kiux Klan, Inc., and United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. These 
organizations have not had as many public summer rallies as 
usual; however, such rallies will possibly offer opportunity 
for counterintelligence action, if they should be hold during 
the month of August or September. Consideration will be 
given to possible action in the event such rallies are 
planned and Bureau will be advised of contemplated action 
and authority obtained, 

2, Pending Counterintelligence Action 

Previously, Bureau authority was obtained to make 
anonymous telephone calls to a member of the United Klans 
of America, Inc., KKKK, who was manager of a local bus sta¬ 
tion; however, since authority was obtained to make such 
telephone calls, this individual has been developed as a 
probationary informant and is currently supplying informa¬ 
tion to this office. Under these circumstances, it is not 
felt that such calls would be appropriate.

A third said: "We're worIcin' on a lawyer 
who took a Civil Rights case. I think we’vo 
about ruined his practice. Give us time and 
we'll run him out of town." 

A fourth said: "Us members of the Order 
of Chivalry are callin’ suspected Communists 
at all hours of the night and tollin' the wom¬ 
enfolk we’ro goin’ to get them if they don’t 
quit sendin’ their kids to an integrated school, 
Each momin* they find a dead chicken on 
their doorstep." 

Finally, the Imperial Wizard said: "Gen¬ 
tlemen, you are doin’ a nebie work to save 
our country from evil. Keep up the whup- 
pin's, the cross burnin’s. the midnight tele¬ 
phone calls, and' the shootin* when you 
think it necessary to get our story of Ameri¬ 
canism to all the people.” 

When the room had emptied, the Imperial 
Wizard, the Imperial Klabce. and the Im¬ 
perial Kligrapp repaired to the rear room to 
count the money collected that night, There 
was a heated argument over how it was to 
be divided. And then they headed for their 
next klonvocation. ' 


THE IMPERIAL WIZARD of the Ku Klux 
Klan sat at a platform table in the basement 
of an old building at the edge of town and 
watched the bed-sheeted K I a n s m e n file 
through the doorway for the klonvocation 
called to rededicate the East Tennessee Klav- 
erns to True Americanism. ' 

The kalendar on Ihe wall showed it was 
October 26. The Wizard was flanked by the 
the Imperial Kludd (the chaplain), the Im¬ 
perial Klokard (who handled propaganda), 
the Imperial Kligrapp (the secretary), the 
Imperial Klabce (the national treasurer and, 
incidentally, the Wizard's brother), and the 
Imperial Ktonsel (the lawyer whose job it was 
to advise members w hen to take the 1st, 4th, 
5th. and 14th Amc, ants in questioning be¬ 
fore Congressional nittees. 

The Wizard w? ised with the large 

attendance and hi- followed closely the' 
Itlcckiokon ns hr \ through the group 
collecting initiation Itvs. dues, nnd a special 
assessment of $2 to be used in the defense 
of those called belore any Red-tinted Con¬ 
gressional committee. 

A shadow of annoyance passed across the 
Wizard's face. He thought: "I do wish these 
bums would wash their sheets in new 
Cheer. They all have a gray look. I’ll re¬ 
mind them to send a dollar for a box of 
Cheer to the Imperial Kladd, my personal 
secretary." 

When the door was. locked and the rumble 
of voices beneath the hoods had quieted, the 
Imperial Wizard stood and said: "Let us 
stand and bow our heads for a prayer from 
the Imperial Kludd." 

The Kludd spoke briefly of evil forces at 
work in ihe Unitetj Stales and how the Klans- 
mch were duiemiers dt Aliteiieaulsiii— kniglllS 
jousting against Communists, Negroes, Cath¬ 
olics, Jews and all others who were not True 
Americans. He asked that God hear his voice, 
and curiously not one present quaked in fear 
that God just might be listening. 

A sheeted figure arose and a voice said: 
"We whupped a couple of fellers the other 
night and.scared the daylight out of their 
womenfolk. We could tell they was Commu¬ 
nists just by lookin’ at them. Then we traded 
a woman and shot into her car. If we hit her, 
it was a pure accident, Yuki Yukl” 

A second Klansman arose: "We burned a 
cross in the yard of our newspaper editor as 
a warnin’ against him talkin’ against the 
Klan. Next time we'll fire a few shots through 
his bedroom window around 2 a.m. to give

They have searched the hall frequently for 
hidden microphones and have taken other steps in order to 
detect the FBI's source of information. This has had a 
disrupting effect on this organization.

Confidential Sources advised it was announced at a 
meeting of Klavern #1, U. S. Klans. Kniahhs of the Ku Kl ux Klan, b7p 
Inc., at Chattanooga, Tennessee, on | that 

some former leaders of Klavern #1 and their close associates 
had been banished from U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., during the preceding week. 

Sources advised those individuals who were banished 
formed a new klan organization known as Dixie Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., (DK, KKKK, Inc.) with headquarters 
in Masonic Hall, 2523 Glass Street, East Chattanooga, Tennessee. 

A general welfare charter was secured from the State of Tenn¬ 
essee on October 21, 1957, which charter lists some of the 
purposes of the organization as freedom of speech and association, 
rejection of forced integration, preservation of the Constitutions 
of the United States and of Tennessee, and preservation of the 
sovereignty of each state. 

In July, 1965, sources stated that the DK, KKKK, Inc., 
has one active klavern in Tennessee and one active klavern in 
Georgia. He stated there are no other klaverns of this organization 
in any other states although attempts have been made in the past 
to organize klaverns in other states.

Sources have reported as late as July, 1965, that 
for the past three and one-half years or more, none of the DK, 
KKKK, Inc., members or leaders, including JACK WILLIAM BROWN, 
have discussed any acts of violence. In fact, during this 
period 1962-1963, Negroes have demonstrated at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, seeking integration of public and municipal facilities. 
In addition to these demonstrations, some of the public schools, 
Chattanooga, Tennessee, and Hamilton County, Tennessee, were 
integrated during the Fall of 1962 and the Fall of 1963. A 
majority of the schools through the sixth grade have now been 
integrated and the remaining are being integrated according to 
Federal Court Order. During these demonstrations and the 
integration of these schools, JACK WILLIAM BROWN and other DK, 
KKKK, Inc. leaders at closed meetings of this organization, 
and on an individual basis, have instructed members of this 
organization to stay away from areas of demonstrations by 
Negroes and schools where integration was occurring, not to 
participate in any demonstrations or attempt to interfere 
with any Negro demonstrations, violence or advocate any acts 
of violence or become engaged in any arguments over above 
matters. 


From October, 1960, to July, 1965, no acts of violence 
have occurred at Chattanooga and vicinity. During this period, 

DK, KKKK, Inc., has continued to operate as an active organization 
and during the same period all municipal facilities, Chattanooga, 
have been integrated, the majority of public facilities, including 
theatres, restaurants, motels, hotels, and other facilities have 
been integrated, plus integration of schools beginning in the 
Fall of 1962 to present and continuing on court-approved plan. 

All have been accepted peacefully with no demonstrations or acts 
of violence or discussion of acts of violence by DK, KKKK, Inc., 
members.
